REMARKS 

Prior to entry of this amendment, claims 1-14 and 27-33 are currently pending, while 
claims 15-26 are withdrawn, in the subject application. By the instant amendment, claims 
15-26 and claims 27-33 have been canceled. Of course, applicants reserve the right to file a 
divisional application directed to the canceled claims. 

In the outstanding Office action, the Examiner rejected claim 27 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a) as being unpatentable over KR P2001-59016A to Lee et al. ("the Lee et al. 
reference") in view of U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 20020037643 to Ishimaru 
("the Ishimaru reference"), rejected claims 28-33 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the Lee et al. reference in view of the Ishimaru reference, further in view of 
U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 20030100181 to Park et al. ("the Park et al. 
reference"), and allowed claims 1-14. 

The present amendment cancels all of the rejected claims, obviating the above 
rejections. The present amendment also cancels all of the withdrawn claims. Therefore, only 
allowed claims 1-14 remain pending upon entry of the instant amendment. Therefore, it is 
respectfully submitted that the application is in condition for allowance, and indication of the 
same is earnestly solicited.
